Half starved under continual shell fire, gassed, half dead on their feet, regiment 
after regiment threw down its arms. They were done. Paris seemed doomed. 


Victory was almost within Germany’s grasp. 


Almost—but not quite—for down the road towards Chateau Thierry came 
ereat trucks crowded with boys in khaki, laughing,shouting, cheering. Springing 
from the trucks they started on the run down the road, towards the enemy.

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CRIMES AGAINST WAR PRISONERS. 

The demand of the British Home Secretary for the 
punishment of all enemy personages found guilty of 
cruelty to prisoners of war has an important precedent 
in action at the close of our Civil War, when a man 
convicted of the same offense was hanged. The penalty 
thus inflicted caused no bitterness and interposed no 
handicap in reconciling the antagonisms of the war. It 
is recognized everywhere now as just and proper, was so 
recognized then even by many on the anti-Union side 

No spirit of vindictiveness or desire to prolong hatreds 
which will be far too long-lived notwithstanding allied 
magnanimity in other directions will prompt penal 
measures against Germans, Austrians, Bulgarians and 
Turks who practiced brutalities on prisoners. The meas- 
ures look to the future rather than the past. The ob- 
ject should be to show that the laws of war mean some- 
thing and to provide deterrents on subsequent offenders. 

The theft of coins weighting the eyes of dead is a 
traditional synonym for abysmal meanness, but for a 
long time we had a new and expressive synonym in the 


meanness of Germans, who, in violation of their own 
solemn pledges, often stole from the Belgians, as is es- 
tablished by incontestable facts, the food which was 
provided by the charity of the world, by the poor as 
well as the rich. 

A meanness transcending even this by one degree is 
of record. It is the meanness which took from 
courageous but starving men committed by the fortunes 
of war to German control the food sent them by the Red 
Cross. These thieves should at least suffer the penal- 
ties of grand larceny. 
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PLEBISCITE IN NEW ALSACE. 

Even when it became apparent that the Czecho-Slovak 
vote and the Pelish vote and the Italian vote was going 
to be less formidable in support of the administration 
than was expected, we still felt that the Alsatian vote 
could nut be disappointing. But the returns from New 
Alsace, St. Louls County, showed 122 for Spencer and 
only 1 for Folk. The personality of the man who stood 
for autonomy and the candidate of his choice in an 
exposed insular position entirely surrounded by Spen- 
cerites is a matter of some interest.
